| 1n the time of King Charles rhe Firſt, 

_ will grant that its wonderfull and 

various events adminſter as much Subject fora _ 
Poem of this Nature as has been Grounded on 
former Story: However deplorable the diſpa- 
rity. may be as to our Hiſtorical facts and re- 
volutions, in regard that theſe, from their hor- 
rid effes and contrivance, appear leſs credible 
then trace, and propably ſhall have no future

' That the CharaQter of that Sovereign, which 
gives a Denomination to this Poem, may with 
no leſs Magnitude ( conſidering the Excellency 
and Grandeur of his Endowments ) be as re- 
nown'd a figure for Heroick Poeſy, as any which 
Flomer or Yrgill have attributed to the Greateſt 
of their Heroes muſt be granted by all that are 
not Ignorant of their Nations Glory, or de- 
"a from the Fame of that Incomparable

I ſhall not preſume to adorn my Preface by 
diſplaying the eſpecial and various dignities of

of Oftentation, or not unlike an Archite& that 


ſhould endeavour to applaud ſome high pertor- 
mance of his Science to Infinuace his own de- 
fſert in a work of the ſame Intendment: Being 
rather defirous to referr my Reader to what 
the Judicious have Celebrately expreſs'd, in 
reference to this extraordinary ſort of Poeſy, 
withouc giving it any other Panygerick from 
my Pen. However [ ſtand oblig'd fo far to Vin- 
dicate my undertaking as to ſhew that it is 
duly grounded and concenters with ſuch requi- 
lites of Invention as have been allowably con- 
ceded to perfe&t an Epique compoſition. 
That this ſtructure has been from the Pens 
of the moſt famous Authors, rais'd on ſome 


known Hiſtorical Truth,-as the Baſis or fond of 


ſuch a Poem, is evident from what the firſt 
Grandees or Guides of this Science have left to 
the World. 

But if known ſtory gave riſe to their deſign, 
they rely'd upon the ſtrength of FiQion, in or- 
der to the beautifying and completing the 
Modell and ſhape of their contrivance: Not 
unlike the skillfull Sculptoriſt, that out of ſome 
rough Maſs of Stone poliſheth and forms his 
ſeveral figures ſuitable to the repreſentation he 
Intends them. 

True it is that known occurrences may ſome- 
thing Agrandizea Poem, and the Readers efteem 
will be more pathetically moved by Tranſatti- 
ons that are within the compaſs of Man's _ 
edge,

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ledge, however enlarg'd by Poetical Licenſe, 


then what he adjudgerth to be totally Fabulous, 
being induc'd to accept, on that account, what 
could not without Intermixtures and ſupplc- 
ments of the Muſes be elevately convey'd. 

Nor did the moſt remarkable Poets other- 
wiſe deliver rhe effential part of Hiſtorical Ve- 
Tity, then accompany'd with Notions whereby 
they reQify'd the will or praQical condutt of 
the Mind, by improving Moralittes to the moſt 
uſefull and exemplary Comprehenſion: By which 
gloſs and varniſh of Imagination ſtory was ac- 
ceptably render'd, that otherwiſe had been re- 
ſtrained by too narrowly Circumſcribing the 
ſphere of Inventwon : and would be no lefs ab- 
{urd then to expeCt a Hiſtory inſtead of a Poem, 
and if it be ſimply the firſt it cannot deſerve the 
name of the latter. 

Befides, it is very Notorious, that few Hiſto- 
rians compile all conſiderable deeds or events, 
whoſe buſineſs is to obſerve Publique and Ge- 
neral occurrences, rather then the particular 
diſcovery of Perſpnal conceraments as they re- 
late to CharaRers : Which ought to be the-un- 
dertaking of the Poet who is Priviledg'd to 
ſuppoſe what he Judgeth ſhould be emphati- 
cally declar'd if poſſibly Cohering or Aſfimi- 
lated to whatſoever might, by way of reſem- 
blance, in any reſpe&, be held Creditable ; ſo 
that any Poetical Aſſertion, if thus Manag'd, 
muſt have a Legitimate Paſs-port from the Au- 
thority of the writer, and thzs may be Term'd 
$24 Ws AZ the 
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the Hiſtory of the Poet, without which the 
vulgar or known cannot have to do with the 
- Muſes. Thus it appears that Narrations taken 
from the T79jan War did rather enlarge then 
contine the Pens of Homer and /7irgil, to which 
they not only added the Embeliſhmear of their 
Fiction, bur Introduc'd what Characters they 
held proper to* fill up and conſpire with the 
Qraament and vigour of ſuch as had their parts 
in the ſubjeQ they treated. 

Nzither would they limit their Inventions to 
the Erhical diitributions of things, as they Na- 
turally refulr from humane Cogitation, but oc- 
calionally advanc'd the intelle& of the Reader 
to the moſt ſublime apprehenſion of ſuch ſpe- 
culations as entertain'd with delight and won. . 
der the contemplative faculty ; and this they 
effected by grounding their Fictions on ſuper- 
natural Cauſes and effe&s conſonant to receiv'd 
Belief: Either as they repreſented Miracles and 
Spiritual appearances of good and bad Exiſten- 
Ctes, as allo extraordinary Prodigies, Dreams, 
Magicel Enchantments, Witchcrafts, and the 
like ; that by an admirable Allegory did con- 
curr and, agree with the deeds and deſcriptions 
of Men. 

And were this manner of Writing ſeperated 
from the moſt famous Poets their repute would 
fall to a far lower Orb of Eſteem then the Mo- 
numents of their Ingenuity have deſervedly Ob- 
tain'd; which ſhews us that they well uader- 
ſtood the value of this ſort of Invention, yoo

how necefſary it was tothe Royalty of —_— 
Anothet Rbercitions Miſtake has been Im- 
prov'd by ſome from their affeed ſuppoſition 
chat a Heroick Poem cannot be produc'd, Cen- 
ſonant to Chriſtianity, with that requiſite Lati- 
tude that was us'd by Poets of Ethnick perſuaſion. 
To anſwer which conceit, whoſoever-ſhall 
undertake toavyow it, there is nothing more evi- 
dent then that all Neceſſary uſe and Comprehen- 
ſion of Metaphor and Allegory relatitig to ſuper- 
natural power exiſtencies and beings, isas much 
ours as it was Afﬀiſtant to the Ancients, tho" re- 
dounding from their Largeſt Catalognes of 
Deities and Fittons. | 
And this was well perceiv'd by the late Judi- 
cious and Learned French Critique X4p7» in his 
admirable refle&ions on this ſort of-Poely, to 
w hoſe exquifite obſervations, not to inſert any 
remarks of Mine, I think fit to referr my Reader. 
In the mean time, to come cloſer to my | 
purpoſe by alledging ſuch Authorities as have 
the moſt undoubted Modern reception : I 
need but mention the Great Taſſo, and our fa- 
mous Spencer, by whole Poems, tho* the Pro- 
duCtionsof Latter Times, and agreable to Evan- 
gelical perſuaſion, it is very clear that neither 
as co Fiction or Allegory, they wanted any Ne- 
cefſary Ingredients or ſupplements, if compar'd 
with ſuch Poets who had been precedent to 
_ Chriſtian Belief. I ſhall not preſent my Reader 
with any InſpeQtions into the Poem of Spexrer, 
it being upon the matter wholly Allegory, and

therefore not ſo proper totheApplicationI intend, 
But as for Taſſo, his Poem, tho* appertaining 
to Chriſtian Atchievements, and a Modern 
Story pertetly known to Chronology as any 
extafit, is Intermix'd with as many Epiſods and 
ſpeculative Allegories as he could with any 
conveniency find room for in his Godfrey of 
Bulloigne: Where in his handling of that Hiſtory, 
we find that his Muſc is converſant with Good 
- and Bad Angells, Miraculous Shapes, PrediQi- 
ons, Dreams, Fantoms, Magical Dialogues, Fal- 
cinations, Flying in the Air, Obſcure convey- 
ances of the perſons of Men by Diabolical con- 
rrivement, the ſtupendious opening of Trees, 
that ſeem'd ' to diſcloſe objets of wondertull 
variety to entertain admiration by rendring 
of his Charafters more ſuperlatively ob- 
ſervable, all which are the main body and de- 
ſign of his Poem. Yet this was never mede his 
Crime, by what the moſt accurate Criticks have 
remark'd on him: perhaps they may have tax'd 
him for being exceſſive or tedious in his Narra- 
tions and deſcriptions of this high Import, but 
never charg'd on him to the diminution of his 
eſteem, or as an lllegitimate Licenſe, .unbe- 
ſeeming a Poet. And this our famous Bez. Johnſon 
well underſtood, whoſe mature Judgment gave 
as little room to extravagancies of the Brain as 
any thar preceded him, by his introducing Slla's 
Ghoſt whereby to infuſe on the wicked Genius 
of Catalize a more Helliſh and Irreſiſtable Temp- 
tation to perfeQ his Impious deſign,which could

not have been ſo execrably Infinuated by any 


An Example that enough aſſures us that be 
approv'd the Allegorical part of Invention, and 
that it is as Legitimately ours, as it could be 
claim'd by any of the Ancients, when properly 
apply'd. I held it convenient to inſtance thele 
particulars, that rhe Reader may not wonder if 
I have tn ſome paſſages and fiftions follow'd 
the example of ſugreat a Poet, as well as others 
that famouſly preceded him in that manner of 
Contrivement. | 

It has been erroniouſly ſuppos'd by not a few, 
that are leſs knowing then Critical, whereby 
they render in their Judgments an Epique Poem 
more difficult to be accompliſh'd, that whatſo- 
ever is ſupernaturall, is therefore Incredible; 
not conſidering, that Fiction may imply an ima- 
ginary reſemblance of truth, in its remoteſt ſup- 
poſitions, when ally'd to the Conceptions and 
Tenents of Men: And thus Medea might be 
granted as much a Sorcerels as the Wiurch of 
Exder: And Niobe, tho' but on the Credit of 
the Tnyentor, Poetically held by the decree of 
Heaven, Metamorphos'd into Marble, nv lefs 
really effeed, then the Transformation of Zat's 
Wife into a Pillar of Salt, 

The only Author, I knaw of, that has totally 
relinquiſh'd Allegory, notwithſtanding he gives 
his Poem. of Gunaibert a Heroick Title, was the 
late Sr William Davenant, aperion of no ordinary 
Ingenuity, however he thought fit co decling 
Ty | — 4 - 


this manner of Writing, either becauſe he would 
be ſingular in his way, or that he defign'd to ſur- 
pais others by producing of ſomething that 
ſhould be great, without being of kin to the 
Grandeur of former Preſidents : But inftead of 
perfecting what he intended, the deficiency of 
his ſtraQure was ſoon perceiv'd by the judicious. 

And this appears, becauſe that work of his 
1s wholly diffus'd into ſententions Moralities 
and Atttons that have roo conſtant a Tendency 
ro the ſame Levell of thought, inftead of a re- 
quilite Intermixture and Elevation of the Mind 
by entertaining of the ſpiritual or contempla- 
tive faculty. | | 

Iam far from making this Inference with any: 
Intention to attract Applauſe ro my ſelf, or to 
leſſen the fame of that Author, fince as his Poem 
ſtands compogd it has my value: And I well 
know, notwithſtanding the derogations and fe- 
verities of ſome, that it contains many exquiſite 
and remore expreffions, inſomuch that I admire 
that his undertaking appears ſo well perform'd 
2s I find it, however deſtitute of thar refining 
of ſpeculations 4nd charaQers which has been. 
the judicious and ſuperlative Management of 
all that preceded him. 

Thar the Introducing of Heroins was allways 
held an ornament to Heroique Poely, is evi- 
dent from the Conſtant uſage and authority of 
the molt Conſiderable Pens: And their reaſon 1 
conceive was to Impreſs a Tranſcendent value 
on the ſplendors of Beauty when _—_—_— 
Wit 


with Grandeur of mind, and thereby more ſuita- 
ble to the devoirs of their Maſculine Admirers:. 
which Celebrated inſtances are very frequently 
rcad in Poets of moſt repute, as is underſtood 
by every eye that is acquainted with their pro- 
ductions. And tho? the Examples are peculiar 
.to ſome extraordinary Figures of Female great- 
neſs, yet not difſentaneous to what has been ve- 
rify'd from authentique Records, 1n which we 
may find not only the daring exploits of a Joan 
of Orleans, but the proweſs of Queens; witneſs 
that Gallant Katherine, Wife toour King Henry 
the Sixth ; beſides many of every degree that for 
Martial renown are formerly regiſter'd. 

This I judge may ſufficiently Apologize for 
whart 1s related, or CharaQter'd by me: eſpect 
ally in that of Flavira,by whoſe Heroine Deſcrip- 
tion I would be uncerſtood to Inciude the Magp- 
namitics of other Noble & Generous perſonages 
that might otherwiſe deſerve their particular 
mention. 

And he that has Inform'd himſelf of the Cou- 
ragious Actions of ſome conſpicuous of that Sex, 
belides others of lower Stations, relating to the 
unfortunate Warl write of, will ſoon grant thar 
their reſemblance may claim a ſignal room in 
this Poem. in} 

The next thing that I am oblig'd to be ac- 
comptable for, is the Liberty I have us'd by re- 
preſenting of Perſons by ſuch Nominations and 
deſcriptions as are not deriv'd from Hiſtorical 
certainty ; And this merhod I take to be allow-

able by the praQice of all that have Merited the 
Eſteem of Epique Writers. 

As for ProperNames,it muſt be Granted,if but 
for the advantage that is in the ſound of words as 
they ought to run in Verſe; that our Engliſh 
Tongue does not uſually furniſh us with ſuch 
names as areproper forPoctry,as we may obſerve 
trom every ordinary Argument and Dialogue, 
that hasto do with the Muſes, in which Authors 
Inſert or Borrow ſuch denominations of per- 
{ons as are_ moſt ſuitable to their purpoſe, and 
gone I believe can with any colour except againſt 
the ſame Liberty I have uſed here. 

. Tf we conſider occurrences of whatſoever Mag- 
nitude, as they reſult from ſtory, they cannot 
have Latitude enough, as they relate to things 
and perſons, to embody or Capacitate a Poem 
of this Quality : In reſpe& that no Truth can of 
it ſelf compleat a Poetical CharaQer, which 
would on thoſe Terms, in its utmoſt extent tend 
to no more then the known ſenſe and concern» 
ment of perſons, whereby the due Conſummating 
of their figures would be Impair'd, and which 
can be no way perfe&ed bur by the Artifice of 
Feigning in their behalf to render them more 
exact and compleat in themſelves. A Licenſe 
undoubtedly conceded by all approv'd Criticks, 
inreſpe@ thatPerſons are deliver'd by that means 
rather as they ought to be repreſented then as 
they are found, or deduc'd from Hiſtorical Nar- 
zxaitions « By which method the worthily Virtu- 
ous are advanc'd to a higher excelicncy, and the 
1 [Ed #1] depravations 


T—_ of others deliver'd mofe perfeQly 
Evill. | | 
There is yeta farther advantage that redounds 
from this Liberty of perſonating of CharaQers, 
in regard that by the aptitude of one perſon, 
either in reference to Science, conſpicuous deeds, 
Paſſions, or afteQions of the Mind, divers may 
be ſignify'd, or in a gene1al Senſe deſcrib'd as 
to whatſoever Emergencies are to be underſtood 
that proceed from the facts or ciſpoſition of 
humane conduct. | 

And this requilite 1s pertinent to Poeſy groun- 
ded on Hiſtory, ſince without that additional 
ſupplement the moſt Renowned Perſonages 
would appear too ſolitary figur'd on the Poe- 
tick account: Or like an Imperial Palace, that 
ſhould Confiſt only of an ontward ſhell inſtead 
of Variety of Apartments, Furniture, and At- 
tendants, to Ifluftrate its Fabrick. 

Nor is it a tollerable objeQion, if any ſhall 
undertake to avow it, that becauſe this Poem 
does contain TranſaQtions that aroſe within the 
Compaſs of the Age we Live in, it ſhould there- 
fore be deny'd the Perquiſites of the Muſes that 
were the former ornaments and advantages of 
Writers in reſpeQ-that ſo much as they us'd 
of Hiftorical Verity is as fully diſcernable in 
them, from what they Poetically annexed, as in 
any Invention I have Inſerted : And there is no 
Elderſhip in Wit that can of right Challenge 
more freedom, in order to Legitimate Fable, then 
1s to be conceded to Modern Ingenuity.

On our Engliſh Theatre *tis ſufficiently accep- 
table if the Scene be laid at home, tho' the nomi- 
nation and fatts of Charafters be devis'd either 
as they reſemble or enlarge ſome known Truth : 
And I aſſure my ſelf there is no Man but will 

rant as full a lafitnde, if not a greater, in ſome 
_ 2 Poem of this contexture then he would 
allow to any Dramatick Compoſition. But I have 
ſaid enough, as to the ſubſtance of what I have 
here produc'd, to all Candid apprehenfons, or 
{uch as are not reſolv'd to be perverſe or Igno- 
rant oppoſers. 

AndI dare thus far aver in behalf of my SubjeR, 
that no Rebellious, & Tragical diſſentions, were 
ever carried on with more Hypocritical preten- 
ions, Subtle and Treacherous Latrigues ; or con- 
trarily more famouſly repleni{ſh'd with Perſo- 
nal Gallantries, or the moſt touching and Noble 
Concerns of Duty and Pafhon, relaring to He- + 
Toicks of both Sexes, then what was occaſion'd 
by that wicked and unparallel'd War. 

And above all for the Eminent diſplay of the 
ſurpaſſing CharaQer of a Monarch, more ex- 
cellent then fortunate, as I have endeavour'd to 
Manifeſt it as highly as my Ability extends, and 
I wiſh it could deſervedly Ere& his Monument 
of Fame and Glory.

Natare, I thought fut t@ annex to my Preface 
ame brief remarks thas more particalaxly relate to the 
method I have us'd, and what the Critical Reader aight 
Expett for his Satisf ation: WT 
As to my Verſe, I have avoided Stanza's;, and my reaſon 
3s, becanſe I conceive them not ſo proper, as the-freedom of 
Heroick Meaſures for a Poem of this Strufture , and this 
cheice of mine 1s not only ſuitable to the manner of Virgil 
and other Ancient Poets, but agreeable to the moſt approv'd 
ſenſe of Modern Criticiſm : I need not but inſtance the Fudi- 
cious Rapin, who aſſures us that the Compiling of Stanza's 
was the miſtake of ſome late Italian Poets, who firſt intro- 
duc'd them into their Heroick Poems, and that they weaken 
the beauty and flame of Verſe in the length of ther periods, 
ow which, for the moſt part, the main ſubſtance of their 
ſenſe does depend. Y 
And here I cannot but acqaint my Reader, that T took 
care that this work, as it 1s of great Signification and !mport, 
ſhould be advantag'd by the InSeftion of ſome few Perſons, 
which caus'd me not only to correft but to add ſome bun- 
dreds of Lines ;, by which means I did, as much as in me lay, 
Ultimam Manum Imponere.
